The  work  of  tiio  Pul)lic  Health  .\ssociation  has  con- 
tinued this  year  througli  Miss  Frances  W.  Seiler,  R.  N., 
who  has  been  with  us  for  two  and  a  half  years.  At  the 
last  town  meeting  $1200  was  raised  for  the  nurse's  salary. 
The  town  accepted  from  Air.  Richardson  of  East  Andover 
the  generous  gift  uf  a  new  Ford  touring  car  which  has 
been  oi  great  help  to  the  nurse  in  reaching  schools  and 
homes  far  from  the  railroad  stations,  and  m  taking  pa- 
t'ents  to  P'ranklin  and  Concord  for  treatment.  The  An- 
dover Relief  Association  has  worked  in  close  cooperation 
witli  the  Health  as.^ociatiiMi  and  has  made  it  possible  to 
care  for  cases  that  could  not  otherwise  have  been  under- 
taken.

SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


Andover,  N.  H.,  February  14,  1925. 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Andover 
School  District : 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  schools  of  Andover.  This  includes  the 
honor  roll  of  attendance  and  the  statistical  table  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1924,  and  deals  with  matters  in 
both  the  present  and  the  past  school  year. 

The  only  changes  this  year  in  teachers  were  at  East 
Andover  Grammar  where  Mr.  Norling  was  succeeded 
by  Miss  Abbie  J.  Ellis  of  Union  Village,  Vt.,  an 
academy  graduate  with  two  summers  of  normal  training 
and  ten  years'  experience ;  and  at  Taunton  Hill,  which 
was  opened  last  spring  after  being  closed  for  several 
years,  and  which  was  supplied  by  Normal  School  seniors 
for  that  term.  Miss  Mura  B.  Fifield  of  Warner,  a  high 
school  graduate  with  two  summers  at  Normal  School 
and  one  year's  experience,  came  to  this  school  in  the 
fall.  The  present  number  in  this  school  is  five,  and  one 
of  these  will  move  from  town  before  the  spring  term. 
The  only  one  of  our  teachers  who  attended  summer 
school  this  year  was  Mrs.  Cody  of  the  Center  Primary. 
Others  have  plans  for  attending  next  summer.  The 
summer  school  work  is  required  for  all  who  have  begun 
teaching  since  1919,  four  summers  out  of  five  being 
necessary  to  obtain  and  hold  approval.  To  those  older 
teachers  who  have  taken  such  summer  work  it  has 
proven  of  great  value. 

Intelligence  and  achievement  tests  were  given  toward 
the  end  of  last  year,  the  Meyers'  Mental  Measure  in 
Grades  1  to  8  and  other  tests  in  grades  3  to  8.  One 
result  of  the  mental  tests  is  to  detect  children  whose 
ability  is  so  low  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  them  to  do 
the   work    regularly   required    of   their    age.        Another 
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result  is  the  detecting  of  superior  ability  which  would 
allow  a  child  to  work  ahead  of  his  class,  and  thus  save 
a  year  or  more  of  time.  Even  one  case  of  this  kind  is 
worth  the  cost  of  a  year's  supply  of  tests. 

The  health  work  has  been  carried  on  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse.  We  have 
been  able  in  some  cases  to  check  infectious  disease  by 
prompt  exclusion  of  children  who  could  spread  infection. 
This  has  meant  a  saving  in  school  attendance,  as  well 
as  in  care  and  anxiety  to  parents  whose  children  have 
been  protected  from  disease. 

The  average  number  of  no  school  sessions  in  the 
district  last  year  was  19,  a  much  better  record  than 
the  25  of  the  preceding  year.  At  Flaghole  there  were 
only  three  tardinesses  and  at  Cilleyville  only  six.  The 
total  number,  however,  is  inexcusably  large,  the  worst 
in  this  respect  being  the  two  grammar  schools  where 
there  seems  to  be  the  least  reason.  This  can  be  ex- 
plained in  most  cases  by  the  indifference  of  parents  who 
leave  it  to  the  children  and  the  teacher,  or  who  send 
excuses  for  trifling  reasons  without  realizing  the  injury 
to  the  school  and  to  the  child.  In  the  Center  Grammar 
school  the  tardinesses  were  five  per  pupil  of  average 
attendance ;  in  the  Primary  School  less  than  two ;  in 
the  East  Grammar,  seven  per  pupil ;  in  the  East  Primary 
less  than  two.  The  average  attendance  of  all  the 
schools  has  increased  in  the  last  five  years  a  little  more 
than  25  per  cent,  a  growth  worthy  of  notice.  The 
large  number  of  visits  by  parents  and  citizens  indicates 
interest  in  school  work,  and  is  encouraging  to  pupils  and 
teachers. 

The  work  contributed  by  the  various  Andover  schools 
for  the  Union  District  Community  Meeting  in  Grafton 
in  November  was  commendable.  Two  charts,  one  of 
seeds  and  one  of  native  woods,  made  by  the  eighth 
grade  boys  at  the  Center,  attracted  special  attention. 
The  work  in  general  showed  real  improvement  since 
our  first  exhibition  three  years  ago  at  Wilmot. 

Few  alterations  or  improvements  have  been  made 
since  my  last  report  was  written.  This  is  a  deferring, 
not  a  saving,  of  expenditure.  At  Flaghole  the  plaster 
is  loose  on  ceiling  and  walls  and  the  roof  needs  re- 
shingling  ;  at  the  East  the  school  yard  needs  improving 
as  recommended  last  year,  and  the  toilets  should  be  re- 
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placed  by  a  type  that  can  be  kept  in  sanitary  condition, 
as  these  now  in  use  cannot  with  the  present  number  of 
pupils.  This  building  needs  new  paint  outside  and 
minor  repairs  about  the  entrance.  At  the  Center  there 
ought  to  be  such  heating  arrangement  as  would  do  away 
with  the  stoves  in  the  school  rooms  and  make  it  possible 
to  use  the  water  supply  during  the  winter.  The 
problem  of  better  light  for  the  primary  room  has  not 
yet  been  solved,  nor  the  needed  windows  added  to  the 
dark  basement  stairways.  Better  sanitary  arrange- 
ments are  also  needed  here. 

I  write  this,  my  final  report,  with  deep  appreciation 
of  the  support  and  cooperation  of  officers  and  patrons, 
of  teachers  and  pupils,  in  the  Andover  School  District, 
and  with  confidence  that  my  successor  will  supplement 
our  present  plans  with  valuable  suggestions  from  his 
own  experience  for  raising  the  standard  of  your  schools 
and  developing  a  just  pride  in  them.
